In their first meeting of the 2001- 
2002 academic year, the NU Board of 
Regents plans to begin work on a 
quality-control plan, 

The goal of the plan is to elevate 
each NU campus into one of the top 30 
ranking spots in its respective category 
in the annual US. News and World 


; Report's “America’s Best Colleges” 
| rankings. 


For UNO, this means falling in the 
“Regional University - Midwest” top 
30. Last year, UNO was placed in the 
third tier among its peers. This means 
UNO must dramatically improve its 
ranking scores to climb higher in the 
ranks, 

But how does USN& WR determine 
who makes rank and who does not? 

According to USN&WR’s Web site, 
their ranking method uses 16 measures 
of academic excellence. 

Text on their Web site reveals that 
their ranking system rests on two pillars: 

“First, it relies on quantitative 
measures that education experts have 
proposed as reliable indicators of 
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NU officials have proposed a plan to move UNO, UNL and UNK into the

academic quality. Second, the rankings 
are based on nonpartisan views of what 
matters in education.” 

Schools are first categorized by 
mission and region before data is 
collected and a score is given. 

UNO was grouped among 504 
other regional universities, and further 
categorized as one of 261 public 


regional universities. According to the 
USN&WR Web site, a_ regional 
university is one that offers a full range 
of undergraduate programs, some 
masters degrees, and few, if any, 
doctoral programs. 

UNO was then further categorized

Administrators at the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison 
can tell you the stories: Parents 
asking where their children can get 
fake identifications. — Parents 
sneaking cases of vodka into dorm 
rooms, since their kids might have 
a hard time getting the booze on 
their own. 

Just last week, some parents 
were caught drinking alcohol in a 
UW-Madison residence hall. 

So while an) American 
Medical Association — survey 
released August 29 indicates that 
parents are highly concerned about 
binge drinking and want 
universities and towns to crack 
down on the practice, there is still a 
small group of parents and students 
who do not see a problem and for 
whom it may be getting worse. 

“T suspect things like that are

For most painters, using brushes is 
their primary tool, but for Santa Fe- 
based artist Emmi Whitehorse, her main 
tool ts ber hands. 

Using an array of utensils for her 
paintings, such as chalk, oil pastels, her 
hands and sometimes her feet, 
Whitehorse creates her one-of-a-kind 
works. 

Starting Sept. 8, and running through 
Oct. 14, people can see her unique works 
at the Joslyn Art Museum as a part of the 
20/21 series of exhibitions.

The Joslyn is the 
first museum in the Midlands to present 
Whitehorse’s work as a_ career 
retrospective. 

The paintings will not only be taken 
from Whitehorse’s private collection; 
some pieces will be loaned from private 
collectors. 

Though Whitehorse’s work is 
sometimes categorized as Native 
American art because of her Navajo 
heritage, Rummel says Whitehorse sees 
her art as universally understood. 

“She prefers to be identified as a 
contemporary artist,” she says. 

Rummel said there are markings in 
Whitehorse’s works that capture her 
personal connection to her heritage that 
may not be evident to the common 
spectator. 

Whitehorse’s works have appeared 
internationally as well as nationally. Her 
paintings hang in’ the American 
Embassies in Rabat, Morocco, and 
UNK’s 2.9. 

UNO fell to both UNL and UNK, 
however, in terms of freshman retention 
rate and average graduation rate. 

All three University of Nebraska 
campuses were listed in the third ter of 
their respective divisions, behind the 
“top schools” and “second tier” 
categories, but ahead of the “fourth ter.” 

The goal of getting NU campus 
ratings into the top 30 was adopted two 
years ago as part of a long-range 
strategic plan.

“Sunday, we didn’t do a whole lot 
different, but the experience we gained from 
Saturday helped make us better. We had a 
game under our belts so we were more 
confident in our play and we were able to 
win. Up to that point, that was our biggest 
game of the season because you don’t want 
to start out in an 0-2 hole in your section.” 


Quincy enters the | p.m. contest at 0-1 
after losing their season opener to 
McKendree College 2-1. Their lone goal 
was scored by Omaha Mercy graduate and 
sophomore Emily Aguilar. The Hawks 
posted a 5-1 1-1 record last season, including 
a dismal 2-4 record away from home. This 
will be the first meeting between the 
Mavericks and the Hawks. 

Klosterman said confidence is high in 
the Maverick camp, but the team is not 
automatically chalking up a UNO win. 

“This group of players is something 
else,” Klosterman said. “They were full of 
confidence even after the loss on Saturday. 
I’m not too worried about their confidence 
level because they know what the challenge 
is and they know they have to improve 
every game.” 

“Quincy has had a rough record the past 
couple of years, but to me that’s not a real 
indicator of a team’s performance. They 
were a very good team in the ‘90s and they 
made the NCAAs once or twice, so we’re
